A judge "of the circuit court of Chicago,' 


-Mrr a suit instituted seven years ago by 
the Chicago Tribune, holds ten men, in- 
cluding Mayor William Hale Thompson, 
jointly liable for the sum of $1,732,279.23 
unlawfully paid out of the 
municipal 


treasury "in a conspiracy to cheat 'and 
defraud the city." The money was osten- 
sibly paid to real estate experts for ap- 
praising property in condemnation^ pro- 
ce'edings. The services Vere worth, as a 
matter of fact, but a few thousand dollars'. 
The court finds that a deliberate conspir- 
acy to rob the city was entered into "(or 
the" two-fold purpose of financing the po- 
litical activities" of the Thompson organi- 
zJatidn and for the private benefit of mem- 
be'rs of-the conspiracy." In-other words, 
tli'e" money was stolen to supply the 
Thompson-Lundin' machine with badly 
rieefcled cash and to permit members of 
tiler- conspiracy to enrich themselves. It 
se£ms to be a case of as flagrant cor* 
itifjtion and graft as has ever beenv ex- 
po'sed in an American city. .Two of the 
defendants have already made partial res- 
titution.

the"state of Illinois was involved in a sim- 
ilar scandal. He had appropriated to him- 
self public moneys amounting, it

cliarged, to something like a million 
dollars. Before the suit against him for 


vr^fovery was finally concluded he" com- 
promised by paying back something more 
than $600,00p._' Efforts to convict, him 
criminally failed for much the same rea- 
sons that Fall, Doheny and Sinclair-were 
acquitted in the oil lease scandals. In the- 
fac£ of that exposure the people of Illi- 
nois, blindly continued the.governor .in 
office. 


Despite his record as mayor on a pre-= 


vious occasion, when Chicago was in the, 
depths of political depravity and crime, 
the voters re-elected 
William Hale 


Thompson. They now see, or should see, 
at what cost they have emotionally and' 
'ignorantly followed demagogy. The sum 
• of $1,700,000 was a heavy price to pay for 
a species of politics that is all too com- 
mon in the United States, and that is mis- 
leading the people of many cities and 
states. Chicago is a "notable example, and 
it is-more astounding because it has been 
common knowledge for years that its 
government was corrupt and vicious, 
and that there was a close working agree- 
ment between its politics and organized 
crime.

Most of the newspapers in this country, 


we believe, are strongly opposed to gov- 
ernment ownership. They might favor it 
in theory, but they know it is 'not prac- 
tical on a large scale under the American 
political system. It is not state ownership 
the newspapers are endeavoring to bring 
about.

TOO MUCH COMPETITION 


The Wisconsin Public Service corpora- 


tion h<as asked the Railroad commission, 
for permission to discontinue service on 
and operation of the interurban line be- 
tween Kaukauna and Green Bay. We are 
not surprised at this action. We are sur- 
prised that it was not taken some time 
ago. It has been evident for years that 
this service was maintained at a financial 
loss, and that the line was dying for want 
of revenue. Furthermore, there is no hope 
of its rehabilitation. It fills no transpor- 
tation need, as is shown by the fact that it 
is no longer used: The private motor car 
and the-public bus'and van have replaced 
it. The Railroad commission, we have no' 
doubt, will promptly approve .the petition 
for discontinuance of operation. 


What has happened to this interurban 


line is4iappening to many others through- 
out, the country and will continue to hap- 
pen. It is a natural elimination-in the 
process of transportation evolution. Even- 
tually street'railways in the smaller cities 
will go along with the minor interurban 
lines. No public service can be conducted 
indefinitely at a loss, and there have been 
growing indications that traction lines in 
the smaller cities are being operated eith- 
er at a loss or at a profit so small and di- 
minishing as to make loss inevitable.

Brady, the lady suggested that be put on some wet 
socks and wet shoes* and stand out and wait for a 
street car for half an hour on a coldSlay and see if 
he wouldn't catch cold. In ,Dr. Brady's answer he 
offers to settle the doubt'In Mrs. B.'s mind on a 
wager of $1.000. It looks to m« that when Dr. Brady 
says that exposure does not cause cold he Is making 
a misstatement, and all the more so when the only 
answer he gives is an offer of a wager of $1,000. 
He says there Is no evidence that our troops in 
France were more resistant to disease than ordinary 
folk back home. I wish that he would letjis know 
why the troops wcr,e given careful physical train- 
Ing, and why they tvere inoculated with the virus of 
typhoid and 
other diseases before they went to 


France? And why docs he advocate "fresh air on 
the hoof" if a condition of good health is not es- 
sential to resist disease?

I could not give the lady a categorical 
refusal, so I offered to make a monkey of myself in 
the prescribed manner if the lady or her friends 
would promise to pay $1,000 to some worthy char- 
ity if I came through the ordeal smiling and mean 
side up.

there knows how cold it was. And still no "colds" 
or coughs, until the latter part of the year. We 
had to dress according to the orders for the day.

I begged permission to go and 
hiked 17 miles with a full pack and rifle, stood 
guard two hours that night, slept the rest of ^he!. 
night on>the,bare ground,' did K. -Pt next morning, 
and hiked back 17 miles that afternoon, 'i felt so 
much .better that I refused to go on sick calFand 
promptly got well. I ^iave never been troubled with 
bronchial cough or scarcely a "cold" since ~then. 


In France my company had. just-'been assigned 


to a new building. The first day we were ordered 
out and inarched to1 a.nearby field which was little 
better than a swamp. , There we pitched our pup 
tents. It was raining steadily and after the second 
night,the rain streamed through the tents*in a con- 
stant downpour. For five weeks we lived thus, with- 
out dry clothing except once a-week when we were 
allowed to take a bath (although why we needed a 
bath I never could see, being inim#rsed in water all 
the time). This was during the "flu"' epidemic and 
it was a remarkable fact that out1 of our company 
of some 200 men, not one reported on sick call dur- 
ing those five weeks, while back in the barracks 
the ambulance made several calls a day and one of 
the boys did not come back. 


I hope I have not bored you with this personal 


tale, but it proves to me at least that there are too 
many old fogies worrying about cold and drafts. 
Such things should be met squarely and without 
fear, and if they are. I'll gamble that we will have 
less pneumonia and those other things—what do you 
call them, cri, common respiratory infections.

equally famous wife, Oia Johnson, 
seems to have succeeded to the pre- 
eminent position held by Carl Akeley 
as a collector of data concerning the 
fast disappearing wild animal life of 
the Dark Continent. 


Mr. Johnson and his wife are Mid- 


dle Western Americans. Before his 
marriage he had 
what he himself 


calls "the original travel disease." as 
a result of which he accompanied his 
friend. Jack London, to the South Sea 
Islands on the famous voyage of the 
"Snark." 


On his return to the United States 


he married a young girl, Osa Leighty, 
who had never been more than thirty 
miles from home, and who had never 
so much as fired ,a gun at a rabbit. 
This seems 
almost incredible when 


one finds that in Africa Osa Johnson, 
guarding Mr. Johnson as he turned 
the crank of the motion picture cam- 
era, has frequently, with a single 
shot, dropped a rhino, lion, or elephant 
as it charged full speed at her and 
her unprotected husband. 


"Safari" relates a few events of 


their first foreign adventures togeth- 
er, which was in the South Sea Is- 
lands where they were captured by 
cannibals. The book is mainly, how- 
ever, an account of their four years 
of life on Lake Paradise, a lake far 
in the interior of Africa, hundreds of 
miles from 
civilization.

Johnsons, who specalize in pictures 
and never kill animals except for food 
or to save life, lived with their faith- 
ful black retinue, literally surround- 
ed by wild animals of all kinds. 


If they walked to the lake, below 


their home, a rhino might—and of- 
ten did—chase them up a tree.

Recent observations which 


I have made show that some people 
are over-stretching their financial re- 
sources when they build their homes. 
I believe in building good houses, 
architecturally sound, and of good ma- 
terials but I do not believe in over- 
building in comparison with one's In- 
come. "While the red flag of anarchy 
may not wave over such people's hous- 
es, the red'flag of the auctioneer is 
very likely to sooner or later. By all 
means build your own home whenever 
possible and build it well, but don't 
build beyond your income. 


"Analysis of the

painter in France, built a steamship, but its engine was 
so heavy that it fell through the bottom of the vessel 
into the River Seine. Fulton did not lose heart but re- 
covered the engine, built it into a stronger boat and 
made it move. But it was too slow to be successful.

"Overcoming these objections was 


merely detail work. First we. moved

rubber floor covering that was heavily 
lined with.wool.

"We changed to a manual starter 


which gives positive engagements be- 
fore the electrical connection is made.
